Paris, November 9.—“Beyond making 
protests to the governments of Europe 
and to the republics of South America,” 
said Senor Pasado. the Colombian con- 
Sul here, to the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, “IT do not believe my 
government will take action against the 
United States. I do not believe the pro- 
tests will be effective here. but the re- 
publics of South America may well ask 
themselves if the United States will not, 
when her interests demand it, take pos- 
session of them or encourage revolutions 
in their territory.

Colon, November 9.—A coasting vessel 
left this morning for Puerto Bello. carry- 
ing a few troops who will hoist the flag 
f! the new republic of Panama there. 

A cable dispatch received by way of 
Port Limon this morning says that the 
steam launch which went to Bocas de] 
Toro for the purpose of capturing that 
place in the name of the republic of 
Panama left there yesterday. She is ex- 
pected here momentarily. 

Five dollars in gold, which last week 
was worth $13.20 in local currency, has a 
value today equivalent to only $11. Many 
persons will no doubt lose heavily, while 
It is probable that others will make con- 
siderable fortunes.

They will leave ‘tomorrow on the 
steamer City of Washifgton. It is said 
‘hat the commissioner will endeavor to 
nave amendments made to article 8 of 
the Hay-Herran canal treaty and to 
eliminate article 12, in order that the en- 
tire territory of the republic may be 
made free to the commerce of the world, 
to which the commissiariat stipulations 
we article 12 are considered as preju- 
dicial.

The Rev. Pedro Gonzales y Estrada 
was appointed bishop of Havana and the 
Right Rev. Maximillan Reynoso y Del- 
coral, formerly bishop of Tulancingo, 
Mexico, was appointed titular bishop of 
Nocesarea. 

Meeting Was Simple. 

The inhabitants of this city had been 
looking forward with unusual {interest to 
the consistory, principally because it 
was the first to be held by Pope Pius X. 
The meeting of the cardinals, however, 
was quite simple and private, the pomp 
and ceremony of the vatican court being 
reserved for the public consistory, which 
will be held Thursday. Only the pope 
and the cardinals were present today. 
The latter, according to custom, gath- 
ered somewhat early in an ante-chamber 
near the hall of the consistory, from 
where they passed into the latter place, 
the many papal guards in attendance 
rendering them sovereign honors. The 
carainals took their places according to 
precedence. Every one except Pope Pius 
showed excitement and _ preoccupation. 
The pontiff rose at his usual hour and 
after a private mass he partook of a 
cup of coffee and went for a brisk walk 
in the third loggia, returning in time 
to dress for the ceremony at !!. 

The pontiff walked from his apart- 
ment accompanied only by the person- 


| the picture produced was very striking, 


the red gowns of the cardinals and the 
white robes and gold and red mantle 
of the pope giving a pleasing coloring 
to the scene. The commanding appear- 
ance of the pontiff was somewhat soft- 
ened by his sfiver hair, under which 
his blue eyes gleamed with pleasure and 
friendliness. He wore the full pontifical 
robes which are only used at a secret 
consistory once in each pontificate, 
namely, for the first one. When the 
pope had seated himself on the throne 
all those present, one by one, paid him 


homage, after which the master of cere- 


monies called upon all but those author- 
ized to take part in the consistory to 
leave the hall, which was done. 

Pr:yer by the Pope. 

When the doors had been closed and 
a guard had been stationed before them 
outsidea; Pope Pius, in a harmonious 
voice, intoned a prayer. Cardinal Oreglia, 
dean of the sacred college, then stood 
up and in a few words thanked the 
pontiff for having put aside his private 
preferences and accepted the burden of 
the church. The pope replied in an allo- 
cution which received universal appro- 
bation. Then the real business of the 
day was proceeded with, the appointment 
of the two cardinals, Mgr. Merry del 
Val, the papal secretary of state, and 
Mer. Colegari, archbishop of Padua. be- 
ing announced. by the pope, who said in 
Latin: P 

“What have you to say?” 

In response the cardinals raised their 
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caps as a sign of affirmation on their 
part. 

This was all, so every doubt was laid 
at rest for the present regarding the 
appointment of another American cardi- 


nal. 

The confirmation of the appointment of 
Rey. J. J. Harty, as archbishop of Ma- 
nila, and of the Rev. Pedro Gonzales y 
Estrada as archbishop of Havana, and 
the Right Rev. Maximilian Reynoso y 
Delcoral as titular bishop of Nocesaréa, 
followed, 

The pope then arose and bestowed. the 
apostolic blessing, after which he return- 
ed to his apartments. 

Allocution of the Pontiff. 

The pope began his allocution by re- 
calling that at firat he wished to decline 
the pontifical dignity.

London, November 9.—The new lord 
mayor, James Richie, gave a 
banquét to 1,200 persors in the 
historic guild hall tonight in honor of 
the king's birthday. Premier Balfour was 
the guest of honor. Many notabilities 
were present, including Ambassador 
Choate, the foreign ministers and several 
past and present cabinet members. 

Prior to the banquet the lord and lady 
mayoress held a reception, at which Mr. 
Choate, the first prominent personage to 
arrive, Was enthusiastically cheered, 

After the banquet the lord mayor toast- 
ed his guests. Mr. Balfour replied to the 
toast of “His Majesty's Ministers’”’ and 
Mr. Choate replied to “The Foreign Min- 
ters.’’ 

Balfour Fears No War. 

Premier Balfour, during his reply to the 
toast. said, concerning the situation in 
the Far East, that there was every rea- 
son to feel sanguine that it would have 
He based this assur- 
ance on the passionate desire of the czar 
of Russia to promote the general peace 
and on the fact that Japan, as the ally 
of Great Britain, would be certain to dis- 
play moderation, discretion and judgment 
in its demands as welé as firmness in en- 
forcing them.

We regret 
the exact tenor of the decision, but how- 
ever the balance of advantage went, the 
gain to the United States or the loss to 
Canada is nothing compared with the 
final removal of this subject of dispute 
between the two great countrics.”’ 

Choate Speaks of Alaska. 

Ambassador Choate, responding to the 
toast of “The Foreign Ministers,’’ in- 
vited the lord mayor to go to the United 
States to visit the St. Louis exposition 
during his term of office. 

After speaking felicitously on the sub- 
ject of King Edward's birthday, the 
ambassador passed the Alaskan boundary 
decision. 

While he believed that ample justice 
had been done. the result, Mr. Choate 
said, was due more than anything else 
to the good sense, justice, courage and 
devotion to duty of Lord Chief Justice Al- 
verstone. The speakers paid a tribute 
to the magnanimity of the Canadians and 
said that the termination of the contro- 
versy had made both countries better 
friends, 

Mr. Choate then paid a graceful and 
feeling tribute to the memory of the 
late British ambassador at Washington, 
Sir Michael Herbert. 

He suggested that the United States 
and Great Britain unite in honoring Sir 
Michae] Herbert by ‘‘selecting some mag- 
nificent mountain peak’’ on the line of 
demarcation of the Alaskan boundary 
and ‘‘affixing thereto the name of Her- 
bert so that for all time to come it may 
stand as a monument to his splendid ser 
vice, noble character and great achieve- 
ments.’

IN COLORADO 


Over 10,000 Men Are Out. 
One Hundred Mines 
Closed. 


Denver, November 9.—More than 10,000 
coal miners in Colorado went on strike 
today for an eight-hour, increased wages 
and other concessions. The strike was or- 
dered by the national executive officers 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
after the coal companies refused to con- 
fer with union representatives concerning 
the demands of the men. Of the idle men 
6,000 are in the southern coal flelds, 2,000 
in the northern coal fields ang 1,000 im 
Fremont county. One hundred mines 
have been closed down. A few indepen- 
dent properties in the northern fields 
and elsewhere will not stop work, since 
the operators have agreed to concede the 
eight-hour day and also increased wages. 
Less than 1,000 miners will remain at 
work according to reports from the af- 
fected districts. The announcement comes 
that 600 men have gone out in Colfax 
county, N. M. The others in that terri- 
tory Are noW negotiating with the mine 
owners.

The two 
races have never lived together in har- 
mony and I am of the opinion that they. 
never will. Today the colored man is be- 
ing crowded out of the fields and the 
workshops of the south by the white la- 
boring man. The colored laborer in the 
south has proved the most expensive ever 
tried.” 

Bishop Halsey. dealt on the evil results 
of mixing to both races and urged this 
as another pojnt of sagregation 

In the discussion which followed sev- 
eral members protested against Bishop 
Halsey’s scheme of solving the race prob- 
lem, declaring that the segregation of the 
colored race meant that the negroes 
would never be elevated and that the en- 
tire plan was impracticable.

JURIES BLAMED 
BY JUDGE BUTT

Tells Muscogee Court Men 
Who Shirk Duty Respon- 
sible for Crime. 


eee 


Columbus, Ga.,. November 9.~(Special,) 
“I am going to talk plain to you, gen- 
tlemen,”” said Judge W. B. Butt, this 
morning, in his charge to the Muscogee 
grand jury, upon the convening of the 
superior court for the fall term. “Crime 
is on the increase in this country, and 
the reason this is so is because the law {is 
not enforced properly. The law is not 
enforced, because the courts do not have 
that perfect cooperation on the part of 
the grand juries that they should have. 

‘Iinless the grand juries cooperate with 
the court, the administration of justice is 
a farce. I have not the power to indict 
a criminal, or to arraign him before the 
eourt. If I should see a crime commit- 
ted on the highway, I would be powerless 
to punish the criminal, and yet you hear 
men standing around on the streets— 
men who, as a rule, shirk jury duties— 
and say there is no justice in courts, 
This is an unfair charge.

A few weeks ago he was 
adjudged insane and sent to the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville, where he re- 
mained but a short while. 

He became very much dissatisfied with 
his surroundings there and appearing to 
be so much improved, his firends and 
relatives brought him back home. 

It is said he made another attempt at 
Suicide prior to this.

Mississippi Again Moves Against

Jackson, Miss., November 9.—(Special.)— 
State Revenue Agent Adams created a 
profound surprise today by filing a back 
tax suit against the Chicago, St. Louis 
and New Orleans Railroad Company, now 
a part of the Illinois Central system, 
that over six million dollars 
worth of the capital stock of the road has 
escaped taxation for a period of eleven 
years and seeking to collect over one mil- 
lion dollars thereon. 

The suit occasions surprise by reason of 
the fact that the lllinols Central recently 
paid the state $1,600,000 in back taxes 
and it was thought that this squared all 
accounts. 

The amount claimed to be subject to

1-2 mills on the dol- 
lar will make the back taxes demanded 
about $1,035,000. 

If these taxes are imposed they will 
have to be pald ‘by the stockholders of the 
Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans rail- 
road as the lease provides that any sums 
of money paid by the Illinois Central for 
the Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans 
company has to be refunded and the Illi- 
nois Central is to be treated as a mort- 
gage in possesSion as to all such ad- 
vances.

THE PANAMA CASE. 


(From The New York Herald.) 

The die is cast, President Roosevelt 
has decided to virtually recognize the in- 
dependent existence of the new republic 
of Panama. 

As patriots, as practical] men, Amerl- 
cans of every shade of opinion should 
accent the accomplished fact and sup- 
port the government. The question 
whether Mr. Roosevelt be right or wrong 
is one that concerns the future. The peo- 
ple at the polls, perhaps, indeed, the del- 
egates at the next republican convention, 
will render a verdict on that point and 
vill pronounce upon his either 
indorsing it as just, prudent and states- 
manlike or condemning it iniquitous, 
shortsighted and reckless. 

One fact is indisputable—Mr. Roosevelt 
has the courage of his convictions. No 
more striking contrast with his predeces- 
sor could be imagined, The one by throw- 
ing down the reing to qa jingo congress 
under the influence of a jingo press made 
possible the Spanis&eAmerican war; the 
other, with excessive self-confidence, vol- 
untarily accepts the heavy responsibility 
of a Central American policy that may yet 
involve the United States in foreign com- 
plications. 3 

For the moment, howéyer, the prospect 
is very smiling. England’s intereste were 
safeguarded when the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty was signed. Francéihas none that 
will not benefit from the Intervention of 
the United States. [t is now a virtual 
certainty that the Panama @gnal will be 
constructed, Thus the Fr t h bonhold- 
ers Will receive whatever b@lance of the 
$40,000,000 purchase money’ may be left 
by those who organized the new Panama 
company purely as a financial speculation. 

So far, then, Evrope is concerned 
there are no ciouds on the horizon for the 
United States. But even if there were 
it would be but one more.incentive to 
the people to uphold the gevernment, 
The birth of a new republic on thé isth- 
mus does not lessen the engineering diffi- 
culties of the Panama route for am inter- 
oceanic canal, but it materially improves 
the political conditions under which that 
route may secured ‘by the United 
States,

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| BOGUS LOTTERY TICKETS SOLD. 


Thousands of Them Scattered Over 
the United States. 
Lynn. Mass., November 9.—United 
States postal authorities will take action 
on the bogus lottery ticket swindle, dis- 
covered in Lynn/through the raid on the 
Wells printing office yesterday. Wiliam 
F, Wells, who did the printing, today 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of aiding 
and promoting a lottery. He was held in 
$2,000 bond for a further hearing. In 
Teply to a plea for reduction of bal!, 
Judge Bailey said that the case was one 
of gigantic fraud, and that hundreds of 
thousands had been swindled. Not only 
has Wells apparently engaged tn printing 
lottery tickets, itself a violation of the 
law, he said, but the tickets were bogus, 
and, further, the United States postal 
reugiations have been violated, if what 
is understood of the cage proves true. 
Further examination of the books seiz- 
at the printing office show, it is 
sald, that the tickets were sent to all 
parts of the United States. Most of 
the distributing was done from Dayton, 
Ohio, apparently the headquarters of the 
alleged swindlers,

The City of Panama, 
inf889, was credited with 30,000 peonle, 
but later enumerations give it from 45,000 
to 50,000, while the province entire is 
supposed to include 100,000 persons at 
least. 

The two concessions on the isthmus now 
known as Panama and Canto were gained 
by royal grant in 1508 by Ojeda and his 
colleague, Nicuessa, and in i514 were 
anited into a single possession known as 
Terra Firma. The year _ before, 1513, 
Vasco Munez de Balboa. governor of 
Darien, went up the Atrato river and 
erossed the mountains, discovering the 
racific ocean. 

This led td other expeditions whereby 
the narrow isthmus of Panama was made 
known and from thence forward the ef- 
forts were frequent to find a waterway 
across to the Pacific. The way to India 
for which Columbus was seeking when he 
sailed from Palos in 1492 seemed to be 
through this narrow blockade that na- 
ture had erected at Panama between 
the two oceans, 

Meantime Spain created the viceroyalty 
of New Grenada, including Colombia, 
Venezuela and &Eeuador, then called 
Quito. It remained in existence, with one 
lapse and variant fortunes, until (I8Il, 
wilt an Insurrection was fomented 
against Spain. Venezuela started the re- 
volt by holding a convention at Caracas, 
where, on the 5th of July, I8!1, a decla- 
ration of independence was issued. The 
war lasted from !I81! to 1824, but in 
1819 Simon. Bolivar, ‘‘the Washington of 
South America,’’ took charge of it and 
brought it to success. He again formed 
the three countries into the ‘republic of 
Colombia.”’ 

Bolivar then called, in 1826, a congress 
of North, Central and South American 
states to meet at Panama and form a 
league of republics for mutual interests 
of aid, offense and defense. He invited 
the United States to be represented and 
when President John Quincy Adams ac- 
cepted the invitation, he raised political 
questions that came near to wrecking 
parties and involving the government in 
perilous times. The congress, however, 
was a futile affair. 

In 1829 Venezuela withdrew from the 
Bolivar compact and in 1830 Ecuador 
Jid likewise. Colombia then proceeded to 
r@organize her own territory into the 
“republic of New Granada,” on Novem- 
ber 21. 1831. The constliution, adopted 
in 1832, divided the country into eighteen 
autonomous provinces, but the peace of 
the country was broken by factions ‘in

R. Winship, of the Fulton county grand 
jury, and the Colored Evangelical Minis- 
ters’ Association in the hall of the Col- 
ored Young Men's Christian Association 
on Auburn avenue, relative to the present 
grand jury investigation into the-money 
lending business in Atlanta. 

Foreman White made an address to the 
ministers regarding the efforts of the 
grand jury to better regulate the business 
and the ministers pledged their hearty 
support to the movement. Rev. H. H.

It was shown to the grand jurors that

WEEVIL PROOF 


That’s the Opinion of Secre- 
tary Wilson After Tour- 
ing Texas, 


Washington, November 9.—Secretary 
Wilson, of the department of agricul- 
ture, was an early caller on the presi- 
dent today. He has just returned from 
Texas, where he went to make an inves- 
tigation of the condition of.cotton and 
to learn the results of the fight the 
planters gre making against the boll 
weevil. 

“Many of the planters are taking the 
advice of the agricultural department 
and are vianting early cotton,” said the 
secretary. ‘‘Practically the entire late 
crop was destroyed. The weevil has rav- 
aged much of the best part of the Texas 
cotton belt. Al) efforts to exterminate 
it seem to have been unavailing. Efforts 
to eradicate the house fly would be about 
as efficacious. The only way to meet 
the evil, apparently, is to plant early 
cotton and get in the crop before the 
weevil has opportunity to destroy it.”

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COMPERS SEES 
CRAVE DANCER 


In the Internal Strife Affecting 
Federation of Labor 


This Strife Due to Conflicting Claims 
of Trade Jurisdiction—President 
Gompers Also Discusses Child 
Labor and the Anti-Boy- 
cott Law. 


Boston, November 9.—The twenty-third 
annual convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which opened today and 
will continue probably four days, got into 
working order before adjournment was 
taken late this afternoon. 

President Samuel. Gompers delivered 
his annual address to the delegates, and 
Secretary Frank Morrison and Treasurer 
John B. Lennon presented their annual 
reports. About 450 delegates were pres- 
ent when the session was called to order. 


They were welcomed to Boston by Dennis 
D. Driscoll, president of the Central 
Labor Union. President Gompers’ ad- 
dress took up most of the afternoon. It 
showed that wuie gain in membership of 
the affiliated internationa] unions and of 
the federation of labor during the last 
year had been 442,100. Mr. Gompers 
pointed out that the grave danger which 
confronted their movement was the in- 
ternal strife due to the conflicting claims 
of trade jurisdiction. 

President Gompers’ report in part fol- 
lows: 

The Union Shop or “Open Shop.” 

“Recently the opponents of organized 
labor have started an agitation for what 
they euphoniously designate as the ‘open 
shop;’ and severa] employers, otherwise 
fair, having been persuaded that the prop- 
osition on the surface appearg to be 
ethical, have advocated it, On the other 
hand, our movement stands for the union 
shop, not as our opponents designate it, 
the closed shop; for, as a matter of fact, 
&@ union shop is not a closed shop. Any 
wage-earner, a member of an organiza- 
tion in any part of the  coun- 
try, can enter the union shop. 
And any wage-earner, competent 
tc fill any position in the union shop, 
is not only eligible to enter to work 
therein, but the organizations have their 
hundreds of missionaries at work, in 
and out of season, urging and pleading 
with them to enter the wide-open doors 
or the union. This so-called open shop 
is the disintegrating factor that leads 
to the non-union shop; in other words, 
the shop which is closed to the union 
man, no matter from whencé he hails or 
what his skill and competency. 

“The so-called open shop influences 
wages and the standard of life to the 
downward course, for it is based upon 
the sycophancy of the most docile, and 
the most immediate needs of those ih 
direct distress, of the poorest situated 
among the workmen, 

“Agreements or joint bargains of organ- 
ized labor with employers depend for 
their success upOn the good will of the 
union and the employers toward each 
other, Neither should be subject to the 
irresponsibliity or lack of intelligence of 
the non-unlomst, or his failure to act in 
concert with, and bear the equal respon- 
sibility of, the unionist. Hence, the so- 
ealled open shop makes agreements and 
joint bargains with employers impracti- 
cable, if not impossible. The union can- 
not be responsible for non-unionists whose 
conduct often renders the terms of the 
agreement ineffective and nugatory. 

“Inasmuch as the most conspicuous an- 
tagonists of organized labor are sponsors 
for what they term the open shop, upon 
the pretense of the Liberty of the indi- 
vidual, the thought forces itself upon us 
to ask: 

“ ‘When, in history, have the opponents 
of any movement for the uplifting of the 
masses constituted themselves the advo- 
cates and defenders of the liberty and 
freedom of the people?’ 

“The whole hue and cry is designed to

deceive the 


masses. 
So-Called Anti-Boycott Law. 


“Alabama recently adopted what is 
cOmmonly called an anti-boycott law, 
Which makes it illegal ‘to print or cir- 
culate any notice of boycott, boycott 
cards, stickers, dodgers, or unfair lista, 
publishing or declaring that a boycott or 
a ban exists, or has existed, or is con- 
templated agdinst any person, firm of 
corporation doing a lawful business, or 
publishing the name of any judicial offi- 
cer Or any other public official upon any 
blacklist, unfair list, or other similar 
lists because of any lawl act or decision 
of such Official.’ 

“It will be observed that the law not 
Cnly attempts to prohibit the so-called 
boycott, but also strikes a blow at the 
political liberty of citizens of the-state. 

“It might not be amiss for our fellow 
trades unionists of Alabama to place upon 
their unfair list those public officials pri- 
marily responsible for this perversion of 
law and invasion of constitutional liberty, 
and thus make a test of its invalidity. 
At the same time no effort should be left 
untried for qa repeal of this law and to 
wipe it from the statutes of the state 
which it dishonors, 

‘In connection with this Alabama anti- 
boycott law, I would suggest that if any 
of Sur organizations in that state should 
be charged with violation of the law they 
should insist upon their right of a free 
press and free speech. If any circular 
contains the truthful] statement of the 
facts in econtroversy between workmen 
and their employers; if a respectful re- 
quest is made to friends to give their 
patronage preferably to friends than Op- 
ponents, then ail will be acting within the 
limits of their constitutional rights, the 
efforts of labor's enemies as indicated 
by this Alabama law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Child Labor Laws. 


“We have been successfu] in-the past 
year in securing the enactment of laws in 
Oregon, Texas and Alabama restricting 
the labor of children. In Alabama the 
law is not such a one as to give satisfac- 
tion, but it is a beginning upon whiec# 
We may justly ©tount for improvement 
in the future. In New York and Penn- 
sylvania the existing laws governing child 
labor have been materially improved. Wa 
can be engaged in no more praiseworthy 
work than to save the children, to pro- 
tect their lives from the exploitation of 
avaricious employers, to gain for the chil- 
dren of our time and of the future, nos 
only the right to live, but the right and 
opportunity of an education, of light 
and sunshine, and of play, that they nite 
physically and mentally grow and morall 
expand, that they may become strong men 
and women of the future, ready to enjoy 
the privileges and perform the obiiga- 
tions devolving upon them in their time,” 


Report of Secretary. 
Frank Morrison, secretary, made the 


following report: 

To the Officers and Delegates of the 
Twenty-third Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor—Fellow 
Workmen: I have the honor to submit to 
you report for the receipts and ex pendi- 
tures for the past twelve months, be- 
ginning October |, 1902, and ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1903. 

The increase in membership for the past 
twelve months reached 440,800—a gain of 
nearly 50 per cent. The gain has been 50 
unusual that it has led some to believe 
that the wage-workers are being organ- 
ized too rapidly. 

The affiliated organizations of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor reported and 
paid upon 1,745,270 members tor the 
month of September. The average mem- 
bership for the twelve months ending 
September 30, was 1!,465,800, as against 
1,025,300 last year, and 265,800 in 1897. 

The increase of the per capita tax at the 
Scranton convention and the remarkable 
increase in membership during the past 
year, will increase receipts and enable 
officers of the American Federation of 
Labor to place a still larger number of 
organizers in the field to strengthen local 
unions and adjust grievances. 

Through its defense fund, for local trade 
and federal labor unions the officers of 
the American Federation of Labor — 
f ssition to give protection to very - 
A “ oe oad Ade Sasa The in ternational 
organizations have strengthened their 
lines of defense, and are today in a bet- 
ter nosition to protect their members 
than they have been in the past. 

While the amount of money in the gen- 
fund upon the tst of October this 
vear is less than it was last year, Yet, 
with $22,616.72 in the general and $63,- 
396.40 in the defense fund, the American 
Federation of Labor has a greater amount 
in its treasury than ever before in its 
history. 

Total receipts were $247,802.96, divided 
as follows: Per capita tax, $124,950.68; 
supplies, $35,141.35: American Federa- 
tionist. $277!8.43; assessment, $19.45; de- 
fense fund, $49,663.40; premium on bonds, 
$529. appeal fund $9,780.75. 

The expenses were $196,015.57, $51.- 
787.39 less than the receipts. The re- 
ceipts from per capita tax show a gain 
of $45.847.46 over that received during 
the eleven months of last year. Receipts 
from supplies show an increase of 
$9.257.06. Amount received from Amer- 
ican Federationist shows increase of 
$10,548.73.
